The seventeen members of the 1976-77 class of White House 
Fellows, who begin their assignments here on the first of 
September, were chosen from among 2,864 applicants to serve 
as special assistants to members of the Cabinet and the 
President's principal staff. In addition to these full-time 
responsibilities, the Fellows, as you know, pursue an intensive 
seminar program designed to provide them with an enlarged 
awareness of the operations and policy problems of government 
and to expose them to a wide range of current issues and 
points of view. 

As a significant part of their education, we would be delighted 
if you could meet with them sometime in September or October . 
All meetings with the Fellows are off-the-record to encourage 
the fullest sort of discussion. Usually we would ask you to 
make some initial comments and then open the meeting for 
questions and a free exchange of ideas and views. A luncheon 
or dinner meeting hosted by the Fellows is often, we find, 
most convenient, but a session at another hour can also be 
arranged. 

For your information, I am enclosing our 1975-76 brochure 
and a list of the 1976-77 White House Fellows. Our new 
brochure, that highlights the biographies of the 1976-77 
Fellows, is now at press. A copy will be sent to you as 
soon as we receive it.

The President today announced the appointment of 17 persons as White House 
Fellows* This is the twelfth group since the creation of the program. 


The Fellows were chosen at the culmination of a six-month-long selection process 
from among 2864 applicants and represent the beat of the Nation’s rising leadership. 
They begin their year of service with the Federal Government on September 1. 

The White House Fellowship competition this year is the most rigorous since the 
first year of the program a decade ago. Just under 41,000 requests for applications 
were filled compared with 28,000 last year; and applications increased from 1*380 
in 1974, to 4307 in 1975, and to 2, 864 this year.

The White House Fellowship program was established in 1964 to provide outstanding 
young Americans with firsthand experience in the process of governing the Nation. 

It is open to U.S. citizens from all occupations and professions who are no less than 
23 and no more than 35 years of age by the commencement of the Fellowship year. 
(Employees of the Federal Government are not eligible, with the exception of career 
Armed Forces personnel.)

In addition to their educational assignments with the Vice President, members of 
the Cabinet, and members of the White House staff, the Fellows participate in an 
extensive seminar program that typically includes some 300 off-record sessions 
wi^h top government officials, scholars, journalists, and leaders from various other 
segments of private life. 

Leadership, intellectual and professional ability, and a commitment to community 
and nation are the broad criteria employed in the selection process. 

Applications for the 1977-78 program will be available in August, 1976. Application 
forms and additional information on the program can be obtained by sending a postal 
card to the President's Commission on White House Fellowships, Washington, D. C. 
20415.
